Bourges confirms France 
will help construct arms

CAIRO , Jan. 8, (AFP). — French Defence Minister Yvort 
Bourges confirmed here today that France is to help Egypt set 
up its own arms industry , the Middle East News Agency 
reported. Mr. Bourges said that “French aid will cover both 
factory building and technical assistance . r 

M. Bourges told the agenc y that France would contribute 
directly to the project through the Arab Military Industries 
Organisation giving help in establishing factories in Egypt and 
in technical aid. 

The organisation is made up of Egypt, Saudi Arabia, the 
United Arab Emirates and Qatar which are involved in a weapon 
production venture with an initial cost of $ 4 billion. 

He said initial studies on France r s contribution had been 
complicated “but we are about to arrive now at the stage of 
implementation .” 

M. Bourges arrived last Tuesday for talks with Egyptian 
War Minister Gen. Mohammad Abdul Ghani Gamassi mainly 
deeding with French aid to military industries in Egypt. 

The French minister said the supply of the new Mirage 2000 
jet to Egypt would be considered when the plane went into 
production. 

M. Bourges echoed the wish of French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing that 1977 should be “the year of Middle East 
peace,” and added that “France is ready to participate to the 
extent that it can, in the establishment of lasting peace in the 
region.’' 

M. Bourges leaves Cairo tomorrow.

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Extortion reconsidered 

One of the cliches of our age is the fact that all nations 
are locked in a clench of economic interdependence that is 
difficult to overlook, and probably impossible to override. 
Part of the squabbles that dominate the global scene every 
now and then is due to the fact that while some people talk 
very matter-of-factly about interdependence, they also act 
as if interdependence were something to avoid, or at least 
minimise. The result is inevitably more heated conflict. 

Such a case in point can be seen in this week’s issue of 
the American magazine Business Week, whose editorial 
slams out against the latest price decision of the OPEC 
states. Business Week is as good a barometer of the American 
business community as there is, and thus its fighting words 
are that much more regrettable. It says: “Oil today sells for 
a price that bears no relation whatsoever to its true cost," 
and adds that the cost of producing a barrel of oil in the 
Middle East is some 25 U.S. cents, while the barrel sells 
internationally for some $ 13. Then it goes on to say: “OPEC 
tells its critics that it is establishing a ‘new economic order’ 
that will end economic imperialism and guarantee the nations 
of the Third World their right to economic well-being. This 
is simply a polite name for extortion on an international 
scale. The squeeze on oil consumers, with all its unpleasant 
consequences, will continue until the industrial nations find 
a way to bring their own economic strength to bear on 
OPEC and restore a free market in oil,” 

If this is the posture that the American business com- 
munity has adopted to face the oil producers and the Third 
World, it is only likely to make the international economic 
dialogue more harsh and less productive. Worse than this, 
the reasoning behind Business Week’s statements is as full 
of holes as a chunk of Swiss cheese. 

The price of oil is not set according to its cost of pro- 
duction, but to its true value to the buyer. Business Week 
knows this, but does not say it because to do so would be to 
admit that if there is "extortion” taking place, it is only 
“extortion” insofar as it takes radical measures to remedy 
the years of plunder by which the West had built a mass 
consumer society on the basis of cheap, mostly Arab, oil. 

The "new economic order" is threatening to Business 
Week precisely because it seeks to end this plunder, and to 
institute pricing mechanisms for commodities produced by 
the developing states on the basis of fair revenues for the 
peoples of the Third World. This is something that the 
readers of Business Week are afraid of, because it means 
they will, in large part, have to start making money honestly, 
and not, in large part, as many of them have done in • the 
past by calmly taking as much natural wealth from the de- 
veloping states for as low a price as could be arranged. 

If Business Week is not so interested in the OPEC 
states’ well being, what does it think of its friends in Britain? 
The British government has just secured a $ 3.9 billion loan 
from the IMF on the basis of expected net North Sea oil i 
revenues of £ 1 billion in 1977, £ 2.45 billion in 1978 and £ 4 ! 
billion in 1979. These figures assume a world oil price the 
same as that of today. If a "free market" in oil is what 
Business Week seeks, it should take a good look at what 
would then happen to the investments that have gone into 
the North Sea and Alaska. But this is a secondary considera- 
tion. 

The most distressing thing in Business Week’s attitude 
is that it still does not accept the fundamental principle that 
a more equitable international economic order will come 
about through a process which transfers large amounts of 
real capital and wealth from the industrial states to the 
developing states. To view the OPEC price system as "extor- 
tion" is to admit that the Western economies are concerned 
only about their own health, which in tum makes us believe 
ever more firmly that the basic health of the West has been 
sustained at the expense of the retarded growth of the Third 
World. 

If "extortion" will help start balancing this historical 
imbalance, then extortion is something we can use some 
more of.

Several topics were the subject 
Of comment by Jordanian. Syrian 
and Egyptian newspapers Satur- 
day. 

AI Ra’i of Amman says that the 
Riyadh Arab conference, due to be 
held Sunday, has a special sign- 
ificance, because it aims at the 
“confirmation of future relations 
between the confrontation states 
and the supporting ones in the lig- 
ht of future possibilities in the 
Middle East." 

The paper says it has been pro- 
ved that the declared Arab readi- 
ness to help achieve a just peace 
through more concessions is not 
enough to "persuade Zionist ext- 
remism and the United States, 
blind to its interests, to make 
any concession that can lead to 
practical negotiations for the im- 
plementation of the United Nati- 
ons resolutions on the problem." 

Alternatively, Al Ra'i adds, it 
has been proved that the confront- 
ation states do not always have 
the ability to mobilise sufficient 
military and economic strength 
"to explode the situation militar- 
ily." 

If the supporting countries, on 
their part, are not ready to bols- 
ter financially the military-econo- 
mic strength of the confrontation 
states with all available potential- 
ities - - as well as unlimited influ- 
ence - - Zionist extremism and 
American blindness will continue 
to play with time and Washington 
will continue to provide Zionist 
extremism with ‘‘unimaginable" 
financial and military aid, caring 
nothing about the Arabs who are 
unable to molest, in any way, its 
interests in the region, the paper 
says. 

In Damascus, Al Thawra main- 
tains that Israel’s aggressive poli- 
cy is still obstructing the road to 
peace. It says Israel’s policy is 
now taking a two-pronged course : 
First to intensify its repressive 
and terrorist measures against the 
inhabitants of the occupied Arab 
territories, and second to continue 
its plans for settlement in the Arab 
land, thus emphasisting Israel’s 
presistence in perpetuating its oc- 
cupation and aggression. 

The paper calls for a determin- 
ed international stand to deter Is- 
rael and compel it to comply with 
United Nations resolutions, and 
for the Arabs to consolidate their 
solidarity and maintain their poli- 
tical and military preparation. 

Al Ahram of Cairo attaches gr- 
eat importance to the forthcoming 
Afro- Arab solidarity conference 
as “a joint action against the po- 
wers of Zionism, imperialism, ra- 


cism and exploitation, and in the_ 
interest of freedom. ■ peace and” 
progress." 

The paper says that the first 
Afro-Arab meeting, due to be held 
in Cairo during March, will have 
its importance in working out a 
complete strategy for furthering 
cooperation and coordination am- 
ong the Arab and African count- 
ries for the years to come. 

The necessity of ensuring secur- 
ity and tranquility in Lebanon was 
stressed by the Damascus paper, 
Al Thawra. while Al Sha'b of 
Amman warns against the deter- 
ioration of the situation there. 

Al Thawra says security cannot 
be maintained in Lebanon unless 
heavy weapons in the hands of 
all factions are collected and plac- 
ed in the custody of the Arab det- 
errent forces. 

AI Sha'b thinks the latest eve- 
nts in Lebanon might have been 
precipitated by some party or par- 
ties which are interested in the 
return of civil strife to that coun- 
try. It calls for a careful watch 
over such flare-ups, which should 
be immediately contained in ord- 
er "to close the door in the face 
of instigators and conspirators, 
who are the real enemies of Leb- 
anon, and the Arab nation as 
well." 

And lastly, in Al Dustour of 
Amman, Arafat Hijazi affirms that 
Zionism is wont “to degrade tho- 
se who put themselves in its ser- 
vice." Mr. Hijazi recounts an AFP 
report from Copenhagen to the 
effect - - according to a well-kn- 
own senior official of the U.S. 
State Department - - that Dr. Hen- 
ry Kissinger had bought a piece of 
cloth in London to be sewn as a 
suit for him . . . Jn London, Paris 
and Hong Kong, the story goes on. 
Dr. Kissinger was told that the 
cloth was too small for a suit . . 
When he arrived in Tel Aviv, du- 
ring his shuttle trip, he took the 
cloth to an Israeli tailor who told 
him that the cloth was sufficient 
for two complete suits and a pair 
or trousers..! When Kissinger, in 
amazement, enquired about the 
reason, the tailor “told him the 
same thing that every Israeli and 
every Zionist would tell everybo- 
dy who does favours for them to 
the detriment of the others. 

"It is more than enough for 
you . . . because others see you as 
a big, bulky man, . . . but we look 
at you as a pygmy.,!" the Israeli 
tailor told Kissinger. "Kissinger 
deserves it ... as everybody else 
who has offered help to Israel at 
the expense of right and justice,” 
Mr. Hijazi remarks . . .

a victory 
for Chile 


BUENOS AIRES. Jan S. (R) — 
Chilean President Augusto Pino- 
chet has described the recent pri- 
soner exchange deal between Chile 
and the Soviet Union as a great 
diplomatic victory for his country. 

He was quoted by the weekly 
news magazine Somos as saying 
in an interview published yester- 
day that it was the first time the 
Soviet Union had been “forced 
to agree” to such a deal. 

He was referring to the release 
of Soviet dissident Vladimir Buk- 
ovsky in exchange for Chilean 
Communist Party leader Luis Cor- 
valan. 

Asked if he would propose si- 
milar exchange deals in future, 
Gen. Pinochet said: “We cannot 
because we no longer have any 
Poloitical prisoner in Chief expect 
the Communist leader Jorge Mon- 
tes." 

Chile has offered to free Senor 
Montes in exchange for the release 
of Senor Huber Matos, a former 
aide of Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro, who was jailed In 1959 for 
opposing the Cuban leader’s poli- 
cies. 

Referring to the internal situa- 
tion in Chile, Gen. Pinochet said 
his government was trying to set 
up a new system of democracy 
more responsive to the country’s 
needs. 

“What we aspire for is an equili- 
brium between order and freedom 
because too much control leads to 
totalitarianism while too much 
freedom leads to anarchy," he 
said.

Third Circle Phantasmic 

Strike a blow for

(Editor's note : The Jordan Times feels it should explain to its readers why this weekly 
column has not appeared for several months, and why it reappears as of today's issue. When 
this column was started a few months ago by Mr. Rami G. Khourl, the author used to derive his 
weekly inspirations from leisurely strolls around the Third Circle, on Jabal Amman, something 
be also recommends as a curative process for those people who cannot, for one reason or another, 
take regular trips to Jordan’s assented hot springs. But about two months ago, Mr. Khouri 
happened to change his weekly routine and decided to drive around the Third Circle In his car, 
and unfortunately - - some may think fortunately - - he got stuck in a mammoth Friday after- 
noon traffic jam, ami he has been driving around the Third Circle ever since. His car has 
become fixed in an orbital pattern propelled, by the assorted centrifugal forces that emanate 
from deep within the core of the Third Circle, so he needs no petrol* and he Is kept sufficiently 
alive by sbawanna sandwiches that are thrown to him twice a day as he rounds the corner 
of Maatouk restaurant. 

It seems unlikely that he will be able to spin free in the near future from his prolonged 
adventure in the Third Circle, but he has been able to transform his car radio into a trans- 
mitter that is able to send signals every now and then to a mysterious Jordan Times reporter 
named Omar Jawad. Consequently, this column will once again appear intermittently in this 
space whenever the car radio generates enough juice to send out a report, end Mr. Jawad has 
been kind enough to decipher the messages and send them along to our readers. This is' the first 
of a new series of reports from deep within the inner sanctum of the Third Circle. 


The Arab World must rightly rejoice at 
the fact that the war in Lebanon has fin- 
ally drawn to a close, and that peace, it 
seems, may once again reign in the Holy 
Land. But reports from Lebanon this week 
have brought up a tricky new problem that 
must be resolved quickly if the momentum 
for peace is to be maintained. This is the 
order of Lebanese President Sarkis that all 
the regular units of the Palestine Liberation 
Army (PLA) have to leave Lebanon by 
January 13. Given that a new spirit of 
goodwill and cooperation has replaced the 
old fighting spirit that dominated Lebanon, 
it seems that the PLA units should comply 
with Mr. Sarkis’ request and quietly leave 
Lebanon. The problem remains, however, 
of where they should go. 

I believe that in this kind of situation, 
it is always helpful to look back to history 
and see how men have resolved such dil- 
emmas in the past. In this case, I suggest 
that we can look back to recent history for 
the solution. The PLA is not the first party 
to have to look around for an alternate 
place to Beirut from where to do business 
in the Middle East. In fact, during the 19 
months of warfare in Lebanon, nearly all 
the foreigners there -- businessmen, jour- 
nalists, diplomats or whatever -- had to 
seek alternate headquarters. The PLA sho- 
uld capitalise on their experiences, and 
with this in mind it turns out that the 
most logical thing for the PLA to do would 
be to move to Athens. 

The idea is really quite sound. First, 
assuming that the PLA has some 10,000 
men, and assuming that perhaps 5,000 of 
them could remain stationed, as they have 
been, in Syria, Jordan and Egypt, this lea- 
ves only 5,000 who would have to go to 
Athens. This would be just enough to be 
a real shot in the arm for the over-capacity 
in hotel space from which the Greek tou- 
rism authorities are apparently suffering, 
but not quite so many that the Greeks would 
have cause to complain about their sover- 
eignty being impinged. 

Second, this would be a practical solu- 
tion in view of the Greek government’s 
efforts to promote Athens as a viable base 
for foreigners seeking to do business in the 
Middle East. The PLA could apply for resi- 


dence (at least for bivouac privileges) on 
the basis of its status as a foreign company. 
This would allow it tax-free advantages to 
bring in furniture, cars and dependants, and 
the rules could be amended slightly to take 
account of business-related items such as 
field artillery and anti-aircraft guns. Seeing 
as the PLA does not have an air force, the 
thorny question of landing rights at Greek 
airports could be ignored. 

Third, the PLA presence in Greece would 
add immeasurably to the growing Arab 
cultural imprint that the Arab and foreign 
businessmen have brought to Greece. This 
would certainly promote the opening of 
more Arab restaurants and cafes in Greece, 
and thus would provide that added Arab 
feeling that the foreign businessmen who 
left Beirut have complained is not always 
available in Greece. The local availability of 
good Greek olives makes this a certainty. 

Fourth, the infrastructural facilities in 
Greece are well suited for the PLA. There 
are frequent scheduled plane flights to all 
points in the Arab World, and thus if the 
PLA had to be mobilised quickly, it would 
take nothing more than a few extra jumbo 
jet charter flights on top of the scheduled 
airplane departures to get the PLA out of 
Greece and to its point of business in the 
Middle East. If the PLA troops could be 
granted multiple-entry visas, this would also 
allow them to practice airlift exercises in 
advance. 

Fifth, and last, the PLA presence in 
Greece would do wonders to rectify the 
severe trade imbalance between Greece and 
the Arab World, The PLA units in Greece 
would generate a substantial inflow of Arab 
funds which would help offset the burden 
of Greece's oil import bill. This would cer- 
tainly bolster Greece’s overall economic 
situation, and would in turn help a more 
economically stable Greece speed up its 
drive to join the EEC. This, in turn, would 
dispell some of the fears within NATO that 
Greece could become the weak element in 
NATO’s southern flank. And thus stationing 
the PLA in Athens would not only help the 
PLA and Greece, but the defence system of 
the Western world as well. 

This is a real chance for the Palestinians 
to strike a blow for the free world and dem- 
ocracy, and it should not be missed.

NAIROBI, (CSM). — Kenya's venerable president. Jomo 
Kenyatta, leads a country of 13 million East Africans, divided into 
more than 40 tribes, four of them numbering over a million 
persons apiece. 

The nation is equally diverse, ranging from the pon town of 
Mombasa on the warm Indian Ocean coast to the capital of 
Nairobi, 450 kins, inland, 1.5 km. high in altitude and 120 kms 
south of the equator. 

Kenya continues westward to the shores of Lake Victoria and 
northward to Ethiopia, with vast tracts of semi-desert, bushland, 
game preserves and fertile farmland between Its urban centres. 

In the markets of the cities and towns there are not only 
black Africans busy sorting and vending Kenya's produce but 
also many Asians. These are the descendants of men who came to 
Kenya in the early colonial days to build the railway to Uganda 
and stayed on to become shopkeepers and entrepreneurs. 

Now Kenya citizens too, the Asians still are on hand, with 
their bazaars, mosques and temples, their Sikh turbans and the 
colourful saris of the women. 

In contrast to the rural areas, where living is still primitive 
by Western standards, Nairobi is a showcase of Kenyan moder- 
nity. 

This is symbolised not only by the new Kenyatta Conference 
Centre, with its statue of the robed president gazing towards the 
nearby parliament building, but also by well-dressed Kenyans 
busily shopping in downtown areas. Elsewhere, hand-pulled carts 
and automobiles jostle for space. 

Almost everywhere there are large numbers of children, for 
the birthrate is high. A considerable percentage or the population 
is under age 18. In Nairobi, the children go to classes in morning 
and afternoon shifts, and everywhere their numbers tax the 
nation’s resources to provide schools and teachers.

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How far are China’s 

moderates following 
Mao’s philosophy?

HONG KONG (CSM) — Is China 
headed towards Maoism without 
Mao or Mao without Maoism? 

The question is one for which 
Chinese themselves appear to be 
seeking answers. 

The official version is that the 
country's new leadership is carry- 
ing out the wishes of Mao Tse-tung 
by winning a power struggle with 
the so-called radicals (led by 
Chairman Mao's own widow, Ctai- 
ang Ching) and implementing po- 
licies he would have approved of. 

But some analysts say the Chi- 
nese may privately be questioning 
the official account, wondering if 
the quotations of the late chairman 
are being kept before the public to 
justify a shift away from his poli- 
cy of disruptive campaigns against 
bureaucracy and inequality to- 
wards a greater emphasis on or- 
derly economic development 

It is difficult to read the think- 
ing of the Chinese people, since 
there is little opportunity for out- 
siders to hear the uninhibited 
views of the Chinese man in the 
street 

But the great lengths to which 
the press and radio are going to 
demonstrate that the current lea- 
dership and policies have the late 
chairman's blessing suggests to 
some observers that there is con- 
cern that the official version may 
not be fully believed. 

In Hong Kong, for example, 
leftwing Chinese- language maga- 
zines read by supporters of the 
Communist government are run- 
ning question-and-answer articles 
apparently designed to convince 
the reader that Chairman Mao 
would approve of the purge of the 
radicals and that present policies 
are not violating his wishes. 

In dialogue form, some of these 
go as follows: 

jf the guilt of the "gang of four” 
is so great and their ability so 
slight, how could they rise so high 
- - and did their rise have anything 
to do with Chairman Mao? Why 
did Chairman Mao rely on his wife 
and other Shanghai-based radicals 
to begin and carry out the cultural 
revolution of the late 1960s against 
then head-of -state Liu Shao-chi 
and party secretary Teng Hsiao- 
ping? 

Why is it that the radicals were 


not purged until after Chairman 
Mao’s passing? And if he was too 
elderly and ill to restrain his wife 
and her colleagues, why did he 
not order someone else to do it for 
him? 

The answers are: During the cul- 
tural revolution the situation was 
different and the "mistakes” and 
"growing ambitions” of these now 
purged were not so evident . . . 
that before the passing of Premier 
Chou En-lai last January and the 
ouster of rehabilitated Vice-Pre- 
mier Teng in April, the radicals 
were not so great a threat . . . 
that up until his passing, Chairman 
Mao hoped his wife could be ree- 
ducated without being purged . . . 
and that the ambitions of the ra- 
dicals kept growing, especially af- 
ter the Chairman’s passing. 

In China quotations said to come 
from Chairman Mao himself are 
being widely disseminated to de- 
monstrate that he was long criti- 
cal of his wife. 

Recently the nationally distribu- 
ted People’s Daily newspaper ran 
the following 1974-dated quotation 
in a comer long reserved for the 
sayings of Chairman Mao while 
he was still on "the scene: "There 
is no point in seeing you again. 
After talking with me during the 
last few years, you have often 
not carried out what I have urged, 
so what is the point of meeting 
again?” 

For several weeks a quotation 
said to be Chairman Mao’s descri- 
bing his successor Hua Kuo-feng, 
has also been widely published. 
It runs: "With you in charge, I 
am at ease.” 

The most recent effort to pub- 
licly separate the memory of Chair- 
man Mao from Chiang Citing is 
tiie resurrection of ins earlier wife, 
Yang Kai-hui, as a model "revo- 
lutionary wife". 

Chinese newspapers now have 
accused Cbaing Citing of interfe- 
ring with an effort to build a me- 
morial to Yang Kai-hui in Chang- 
sha, Hunan Province. More than 
4,000 workers, peasants and sol- 
diers are scud to have held a me- 
morial rally there honouring her 
last month. 

K also was pointedly revealed 
that Mao An-ching, a son of 
Chahman Mao by Miss Yang and 
previously thought to have disap- 
peared, is living in Peking,

Peking crowds want execution of 
Mao’s widow, Teng’s rehabilitation 


PEKING, Jan. 8 <R). — The first 
anniversary of Premier Chou En- 
lai’s death brought huge crowds 
into the streets of Peking today 
demanding the execution of Chai- 
rman Mao Tse-tung’s widow and 
three other purged radical leaders. 
Columns marched across the Squ- 
are of Heavenly Peace with paper 
wreaths, portraits of Mr. Chou 
and black banners reading : “The 
crimes of the gang of four in ma- 
dly persecuting Premier Chou des- 
erve ten thousand deaths." 


dressed image of Mao's widow, 
Chiang Ching - - hung from a tree 
on the main Avenue of Eternal 
Tranquillity. 


As onlookers mobbed around 
the tree, the figures swayed gro- 
tesquely, drawing laughter from 
the crowd. 


Effigies of the disgraced radic- 
als -- including a hideous, green- 


A man wielding a stick decap- 
itated Mme Chiang dung's effigy, 
and the crowd drew back to let 
the head roll. In the laughter that 
followed, another young man pic- 
ked up the head and replaced the 
cardboard piece and put it back on 
its base. 


His attempts to put the paper 
body back together again greatly 
amused his spectators. 

A repetition of an incident yes- 
terday evening was seen when a 
young man was taken aside by 
the crowd and pulled down to the 
ground by the hair. But the inci- 
dent did not get out of hand and 
ended with an animated discus- 
sion. 

From time to time a voice over 
the city’s public address system 
read poems to Mr. Chou. 

At the same time the annivers- 
ary was turned into an open dem- 
onstration of public support for

former Vice Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping, who was toppled in a radical- 
inspired campaign last year. 

Thousands of people swarmed 
enthusiastically around wall pos- 
ters calling for Mr. Teng’s rehabi- 
litation and for a re-examination 
of last April's riots in Tien An 
Men Square. 

The riots sprang from the rad- 
ical campaign which brought down 
the veteran leader who was Chi- 
na’s top administrator a year ago. 
wielding enormous power In the 
Communist Party, state and milit- 
ary Mr. Teng, now 73, had been 
expected to succeed Mr. Chou as 
premier.

He said the 
summit might be held in late 
May or June, possibly in Japan. 

‘7 would like to minimise my 
own travel,” the president-elect 
told a news conference. "My own 
incilination is to let foreign lead- 
ers come here."

NICOSIA, Jan. 8 (R). — The Saudi 
Arabian government has laid down 
rules and procedures described as 
“unprecedented" to ensure that its 
crude oil will be sold only at the 
increased price it has specified. 

In a statement to the Middle 
East Economic Survey published 
today, the Saudi Petroleum Mini- 
stry stressed that its crude “must 
only be marketed to refiners-us- 
ers at the prices specified by the 
government and not through bro- 
kers." 

Saudi crude oil prices,. from Jan. 
1 - - like those of the United Arab 
Emirates -- have been raised by 
only three to five per cent as ag- 
ainst at least 10 per cent by all 


other members of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

The magazine said : “As a stri- 
ngent -- and in the oil industry 
unprecedented -- safeguard ... 
the Saudi govemmnet is requiring 
all companies and subsequent buy- 
ers ... to submit to the governm- 
ent audited reports covering all 
such crudes marketed by them, 
specifying prices, destinations and 
transportation costs.” 

The Saudi statement also calls 
on the governments of the consu- 
mer countries themselves to take 
the necessary auditing measures 
to ensure that “no party other 
than the final consumer benefits 
from the low prices." 


Some posters accused the radi- 
cals of having opposed the hugely- 
popular Mr. Chou during the final 
years of his life when he was bat- 
tling cancer.
